CHAPTER 155.
PROVIDING FOR THE BETTER SECURITY OF THE REVENUE.

AN ACT entitled an Act for the Better Security of the Revenue, Reg-
ulating the Duties of County Treasurers. Boards of Supervisors and
State Treasurer in relation to the same, and Amending Section 912,
Chapter 3, Title V1. of the Code.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of
Jowa:

SectioNn 1. That section 912 of the Code bhe, and the same is
amendgd, to read as follows:

Section 912. County treasurers shall be liable to a like fine for
loaning out, or in any mannoer using for private purposes, state,
county or other funds in their hands, except that whenever permit-
ted by the boards of supervisors of their respective counties, by
resolution entered of record, they may deposit any such funds in
any bank or banks chartered by the laws of the state, or any na-
tional or private banks in this state,to any amount not exceeding
an amount to be fixed by such resolution;

Providing, That before any tuch deposit is made the bank in
which it is proposed to make the same shall first tile a bond with
sureties to be approved by the treasurer and the board of supervi-
gors in double the maximum amount permitted to be deposited as
aforesaid, and conditioned to hold the treasurer making the
deposits of the county harmless from all loss by reason of such
deposit or deposits, said bond shall be tiled with the county au-
ditor, and action may be brought thereon either by said treasu-
rer or the county, as the board of supervisors may elect. And
the state treasurer shall be liable to a fine of not mere than ten
thousand dollars for a like misdemeanor, to be prosécuted by the
attorney-general in the name of the state. But nothing done
under the provisions of this act shall alter or affect the liability
of the treasurer or the securities on his official bonds. '
